MANY DRIVEN FROM HOMES

Heavy Rain and January Thaw Causes
Millions of Dollars’ Damage at Chi-
cago and Suburbs—Part of Fox
River Valley Inundated—Peoria Hit

Jollet, 11, Jan., 24.—With six feet
of water standing in the streets 1n|
the residential district of Joliet, and
several hundred familles driven from
their homes, this city is paralyzed b!‘l'
the flood waters of the Desplaines riv-‘
er and Hickory creek. Property dam-
age Is estimated at more than $1,000,.
0on,

All slectric lights were extingulshed
and streat cars wero stalled. Only a |
few lines in the western part of the
city could be operated.

Rallroad traflic also was tled up by
the (nundation of the yards, Hundreds
of freight cars on the Elgin, Joliet &
were held up when
the yards were flooded, The yards
‘over almost twenty.five acres and
were flooded to a depth of four feet,

More than 1,000 persons w®e driven
sought refuge
in police stations and hospitals. Sae-
tories employing more than 5,000 men
were compelled to cloge when the wa-
ler llooded the engine rooms.

Chicago, Jan. 34—Hundreds of per-
iong ware drivenm from their homes,
mndreds of basements flooded, and
iouthwest section of the city ia under
1 flood which swept Chicago and its
suburbs as the result of the January
thaw and a heavy rain.

Property damage will run into the
nillions, according to police esti-
mates.

Fire companies in all parts of the
ity responded to calls for help.

Many familles living in basement
tpartmente sat on tables and boxes,
A8 the chalirs and other furnishings |
floated about the homes.

Water six feet deep was reported in
several parts of the city.

Aurora, Ill., Jan. 24.—The Fox river
overflowed Its banks here as the re-
sult of an allnight downpour. The
northeast section of the city is under
water, Several thousand persons live

The water rose eight feet In the
night and is still rising. Sewers could
not carry the water off forty-five miles
of paved streets, and thousands ot
basements were flooded by water,
which backed up In drain pipes

Georgia, who pleaded for action to
prevent England from advancing her
own trade at the expense of the Uni-
ted States while attempting to destroy

!Germany commercially. He declared

the rights of citizens of the United
States and other neutral nations were
being recklessly disregarded and em-
phasized particularly what he de-
nounced as CGreat Britain's lawless
treatment of American cotton trade.
Discussing the action of the allles

| in proclaiming cotton as a contraband,

the senator asserted that cotton had
not been used or needed'by Germany
or her allles in the manutacture of war
munitions for more than eight months.

“Shall we quletly continue to fur
nish Great Britain what she s com-
pelled to obtain from the United States
while the commercial rights of citl
zens of this country are trumpled un-
derfoot?" asked the senator. “Great
Britain cannot continue the war with-

| out munitions from the United States,

“The administration has forcefully
brought to the attention of Great Brit-
aln the rights of citizens of this coun-
try. It has been demonstrated that
citizens of neutral countries have the
right to ship foodstuffs and cotton in
unlimited quantities through the neu-
tral ports of northern Europe to the
noncombatant Inhablitants of Germany
and Austria.

“The congress of the United States
glept over the rights of shippers of
foodstuffs last winter. This was, per-
haps, becauss the prices were good,
perhaps because we did not investl
gate the subject, The lawlessness of
Great Britain has Increased greatly,

"By frmness, but peacefully, neu.
trals can easily obtain thelr rights
from both belligerents.”

GEN. WOOD WARNS U. S.

ARMY CHIEF ASKS FOR UNIVER
SAL MILITARY SERVICE.

Urges 210,000 Regulars for Amesrican
Force—Country Is Utterly Un-
prepared for War.

Washington, Jan, 21 —Ma). Gen
Leonard Wood told the senate mili
tary committes on Wednesday the
coast line of the United States was
open to attack by any well-organized
foreign army, despite its equipment of
forts, nmiines and submarines, and that
the oceans formed po-geripus barrier
to invasion. He declared that In the
country’'s present state of utter unpre
paredness for war a trained force of
160,000 men could inflict incalculable
damage before an army could be as
sembled to meet it.

Emphasizing his convictions that
troops cannot be improvised to meet
regulars, General Wood declared the
fundamental basis of any polley of
adequate pational defense must be
the prineciple that with suffrage goes
an obligation for military service.

A8 to the Immedinte needs of the
regular army, General Wood ex
pressed the opinion that the force of
regulars with the colors should be
maintained at 210,000,

Reverting to thae condition of the
country to face war with a first-class
power, the general sald the United
Btates was utterly unprepared and
knew nothing of the problems it
would have to meet. At least 2,000,000
men would be needed, he declared,
and they could be obtained, he be
Heved, only by compulsory service,

BRITISH SHIP SINKS AT SEA

Steamer Pollentis Goes to Bottom
| After Battie With Gale—All on
| Board Saved.

Halifax, N, 8., Jan. 25.—After a bat
tle with the elements lasting more
than a week the British steamer Pol
lentis sank In mid-Atiantic on Sunday.
All on board were saved. News of her
loss was flashed here by wireless from
the Italian Uner Gluseppl Verdl, which
rescued the crew.

Calls for help were first sent out
from the Pollentis last Wednesday.
They reported she was leaking badly.
Her pumps were unable to keep In
check the inrushing water. She had
been leaking for three days. Shortly
after dark the men aboard, alarmed at
the rapid filling of the disabled ship,
flashed signals to the Verdl, whose
boats immedintely responded. A high |
sea was running and the men man- |
ning the Verdi's boats were able to
reach the Britisher only after a hard
struggle. When all were at last safoly
aboard the Verdl the Pollentis, which
had been left wallowing In the trough
of the sea, was scen to give a violant
lurch and then disappeared beneath
the waves. \

TRAIN IS CRUSHED; 10 DIE

Cascade Limited on Great Northern
Hit by Avalanche Near Corea,
Wash.

Seattle, Wash., Jan. 26.—The Cas
cade limited on the Great Northern
rallroad, bound from Spokane to Se-
attle, was struck by an avalanche on
Saturday near Corea station, on the
west slope of the Cascade mountains,
The two rear caré—the diner and a
day conch—were swept 300 feet down
into a gulech. The diner caught fire
and was destroyed, The day coach,
crushed, lles beneath a great plle of
snow and bowlders. Four bodies have
been recovered from the wrecked
cars and the rallroad suthorities say
the number of dead probably will not
exceed ten. Fiftean of the passengaers
wore injured. The bodies recovered
were those of: Bert Kirkman, Sheri-
dan, Wyo,; W. F. Carter, East Van-
couver, B, C.; Edward Patterman and
baby, Wenatchee, Wash. A ten-year-
